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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 and 8-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites an amount of filler being 450-900 parts by mass in line 2, but also 
recites wollastonite being 350-800 parts by mass and blass fiber being 100-200 parts 
by mass in last two lines. Thus, a combined amount in said last two lines would be 450- 
1000 parts by mass contrast to 450-900 parts by mass in line 2. Thus, claim is 
confusing and indefinite. The recited "0.80 mol to 1 .00 mol or less " in claims 3 and 8 is 
confusing and indefinite since it is unclear on what said "or less" is based. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 and 8-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over JP 2001 139768 in view of Sakurai et al (US 4,755,228), and further in view of 
Zampini (US 5,932,389) or Huang et al (US 2006/0106160 Al). 

JP teaches molding composition comprising 15-75 wt.% of novolac phenol resin, 
35-65 wt.% of wollastonite and 5-35 wt.% of glass fiber and a molded article thereof in 
abstract. Amount of wollastonite is about 47% (75/35) to 433% (65/15) of said novolac. 
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Amount of glass fiber is about 7% (5/75) to 233% (35/1 5)of said novolac. Thus, 
amounts of fillers taught by JP encompass the instant amounts. Abstract teaches that 
unreacted phenol was removed, and thus it would meet the instant amount of 
monomeric and dimeric phenols. The recited use of a phosphoric acid in a reaction has 
no probative value in the instant product claims. Also, the intended use has no 
probative value. 

The instant invention further recites wollastonite fiber and polydispersity (Mw/Mn) 
of said novolac phenol resin over JP. 

Sakurai et a! teach various advantages of wollastonite fiber in molding 
composition at col. 2, lines 14-29. 

Zampini (table 2) and Huang et al (example 1) teach the instant polydispersity. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of invention to 
utilize wollastonite fiber of Sakurai et al in novolac phenol resin having the instant 
polydispersity in JP with glass fiber in the instant amounts since amounts of fillers are 
overlapped and since choosing a range within a range is a prima facie obviousness and 
since advantages of wollastonite fiber are well known in the art, and since novolac 
phenol resin having the instant polydispersity is well known in the art as taught by 
Zampini and Huang et al absent showing otherwise.
